The state of terror of the Jews at 


Kishineff, the letter adds, continues. 
A fresh massacre is expected there 
and the Jews of Odessa and of all 
the large towns of Bessarabia are liv- 
ing in hourly dread of death. The 
whole province secais to be in a state 
of fanatical fury against the 
Jews. 


Tho w:iter of the letter then says:

Enough proclamations distributed in 
the streets and the tone of the bitter- 
ly anti-semitic newspapers. The Rus- 
sians say to their educated antl toler- 
ant countryman who urge keeping the 
peace, 'It is the czar's will that the 
jov,-s te everywhere robbed.

WHAT THORNS 


ARE FOR 


Most persons tludk that the stem of a 


plant grows from the j^ts. On the 
contrary, the roots grow from ih" su-m. 
In the ease ot a plant that dies down 
to the ground in autumn it is not the 
roots that send up a new stem in the 
spring, for a pan of the true stem re- 
mains underground on the root crown, 
and from it grow up the bnd bearing 
stems in tbe spring. When a seed s»- 
minates. It sends the light loving stem 
npward and the dark loving root down- 
ward. 


Saw off part of tbe tree truck, and 


you will find a series of rings from the 
-•enter to the bark, each ring marking a 
year of growJb. But these rings indi- 
cate also which of tbe seasons through 
which tbe tree has lived were dry and 
which had plenty of rain. The rings 
are always of unequal width. The nar- 
row rings represent dry seasons and 
tbe wide ones seasons when the condi- 
tions of growth were better by reason 
of plentiful rain. 


Every rose has its thorn, and the 


same may be said of such fruits as 
blackberries, raspberries, etc., only 
they are not real thorns, but prickles, 
which strip off with the outer bark, 
while thorns will not strip off, being 
hardened, undeveloped branches. 


But why do bushes and vines have 


prickles? Many people wonder at It, 
for they see no good reason for such a 
growth. 
But there is a reason, as 


there is in everything in nature. Tbe 
prickles are given to them as a protec- 
tion against plant eating animals. The 
stems have a pleasant, aromatic taste, 
and cows would be sure to eat them in 
winter when they~ crave something 
fresh if it were not for the prickles.

that of the figure. Shape them neatly 
and then smooth them off with sand- 
paper; indeed the whole figure should 
be smoothed off, in that way. 


As the figiire is to be balanced on 


the cork of an upright bottle, it is nec- 
essary that the wings should be of ex- 
actly the same weight and that they 
should be placed on exactly opposite 
sides of the bust Remember this in 
making the slits in which the wings 
are to be fitted. 


Of course this picture represents a

Most boys have a box of 
water colors, and they can be used to 
paint tbe figure. It is better to put on 
a light coat of Tarnish after the paint 
dries. This will keep it from running 
off.

PENNYPACKER AND CREELMAN. 


The attempt to muzzle the press ot 


Pennsylvania bids fair to end in fail- 
ure for the papers of the state, with 
one accord, either ignore or openly 
defy the new libel law. They have 
attacked the governor of the state 
so fiercely that it is impossible for 
him to deceive himself into believ- 
ing that they fear the legal weapon 
which has been placed in his hands. 
The cartoons which he resents so 
bitterly still continue to be published 
sod the governor has lately been 
caricatured in a way which can only 
be construed to mean that the press 
holds him in utter contempt 
And 


yet no newspaper has been called up- 
on to answer for its offences. 


Gov. Pennypacker was interviewed 


the other day by James Creelman of 
the New York World. 
The governor 


was none too willing to see Mr. 
Creelman and was very reluctant to 
discuss the libel law, but he was nc 
match for the astute newspaper mar 
and was practically forced into stat 
ing his position. 


This position was shown to be 
r> 


very weak one, so weak in fact that 
Governor Pennypacker was unable tc 
advance a single valid 
argument in 


favor of the law to which he had just 
put his signature. He 
was 
fair!} 


driven to the wall by his keen mind- 
ed inquisitor. Such arguments as he 
presented 
were speedily 
torn 
tc 


pieces, and judging by the 
reports 


of the interview the governor was ii. 
» state bordering on panic when it 
ended. 


He declined to give his 
privati 


opinion as a lawyer in regard to the 
constitutionality of the law and once 
made use of an absurd simile 
in 


which he compared 
the newspaper 


writer to the teacher of music. 
Mr. 


Creelman called hie attetion to the 
widely different nature of the twc- 
professions 
and 
the 
governor 


changed the subject. 
His most in- 


teresting statement was one to the ef- 
fect that Pennsylvania -was a 
little 


better than any other state 
in the 


union and this he repeated several 
times. He did express a doubt as to 
the public opposition to the law and 
his attempts to explain away the in 
dividual instances of such opposition, 
brought up by Mr. Creelman, 
were 


laughable.

would 
proceed 


against the 
papers -which 
had at- 


tacked him and denied all knowledge 
of the nature of these attacks. This 
lack of knowledge, however, people 
in general will be inclined to doubt.

interview and utterly failed to hold 
bis ground. Should he attempt to 
test the legality of his new law, ho

THE WAR GAME. 


Plans For the 
Summer 
Maneuvers 


Are Getting Out Occasionally. 


Little information is to be obtained 


at this time by the National Guard of- 
ficers as to what will be required of 
them' during the war maneuvers off 
Portland the last of August, but now 
and then a little leaks out of the 
plans of the army 
defense 
board 


which proves of interest to the men 
who will be active participants in 
this work on shore. 


It will devolve on the infantry regi- 


ments, which will 
be 
stationed on 


Cape Elizabeth, to guard a very im- 
portant stretch of coast line and to 
prevent the fortifications 
on ths 


Portland side of the Cape shore from 
being taken by surprise or attacked 
'n the rear. To them will be dele- 
gated the bard task of guarding about 
eight or nine miles of shore line. 


This will be no easy task and the 


National Guard officers are 
begin- 


ning to realize the fact that in this 
game they are for the first time since 
1898 to face real war conditions. 


It is probable that the main body 


of the infantry will be encamped in 
some central point 
far 
enough re 


moved from the coast to be out of 
danger from the attacking fleet, but 
to be near enough at all points to 
readily 
reinforce 
any 
detachment 


that might be attacked. 


It is rumored that separate en- 


campments of battalions, or several 
companies any way, will be located 
at convenient places a mile or two 
on the Cape shore 
from the 
Two 


Lights running toward the southwest. 


Outposts will then b« located here 


and there along the coast, »ell con- 
cealed from observation 
from 
the 


sea, but so placed that they'may ob- 
serve all that is going on and thus 
prevent surprise. 
These outposts will be in constant 
communication! with 
the command- 


ing officer of the district, who will be 
located at Fort Williams. 


The separate encampments and the 


main encampment will 
all 
be con- 


nected with the headquarters by tele- 
graph or telephone lines which will 
be put up by the Signal corps imen 
both regulars and volunteers. 


It is generally believed that the 


war department will order to Port 
land another regiment of infantry, if 
n*t two more, from 
the 
Nationa 


Guard of some other states to assist 
in this work. 


The militia of New Hampshire dc 


dined to assist in these maneuvers 
but 
the 
Massachusetts 
regiments 


have signified 
their 
-willingness to 


participate and perhaps some of them 
may be ordered 
so.

The hermit, possibly a little .touchy, as 
even saints will be when disturbed at 
breakfast time, threw the chieftain the 
flat, round cake he was eating, which 
was duly added to the apron; hence tbe 
Persian "sun " The lion was an obvi- 
ous afterthought. The Turks used a 
horse's tail, the rank of a pasha being 
known by the number of tails he car- 
ried, and probably tbis suggested tbe 
much bifurcated pennon of early west- 
ern chivalry frmiliar to every one who 
has studied toe Jinveux tapestry or ear- 
ly illuminated missals. 


In the middle ages, devoted to dis- 


play and military arrogance, the flag 
stood in relationship to tbe great cap- 
tain's array as his personal armor 
stood to himself, it insured recognition 
in the melee and supplied a rallying 
point for the fighters such as nothing 
else could have done. This led to an 
etiquette of flags which apportioned 
shape and size to every rank of the 
peerage, from the royal standard itself 
down through a varied array of ban- 
ners, gonfalons, pennons, ensigns and 
other "bits of red rag," and kept the 
heralds' college busy, besides supply- 
ing the poets with admirable local col- 
oring for their battle pieces. Does not 
Scott tell us in some famous lines: 


Then fell that spotless banner white, 


Lord Howard's, lion fell: 


Eut still .Lord Marmlon's falron flew 
\Vlth waverlnK fllRht, while fiercer grew 


Around tlx> battle yell. 


Here, it will be noted, tbe whole gist 


and point o£ the light centers in tbe 
pennons of the leaders, and of tbe same 
vital Importance of the flag there are 
Innumerable Instances in medueval llt- 
craturc. M hou the Douglas unfurled 
bis standard at Otterburn-a flag, by 
the way, which is still in existence-he 
declared, and thought not without rea- 
son, that the mere sight of that famous 
cloth would put the English host to 
rout. And even in comparatively mod- 
ern and prosaic times tbe belief that a 
dreaded captain wits beneath a certain 
emblem has sufficed to lurn the scales 
df battle.

The various months are 
preceded by a timely verse of poetry, 
and scattered through the weather ta- 
bles are notes indicating the anniversa- 
ries of important events, poetic quota- 
tions and aphorisms. Timely warnings 
as to probable weather conditions are 
given at various periods. • For in- 
stance, between the Gtb and the 9ta 
of August the fanner I* advised to 
"make money while you may, for a 
mighty storm is coming." In the space 
devoted to this month is this admoni- 
tion: "Would you keep well this month 
beware of cold, raw fruit and evening 
air." In the November table ,lt is 
stated, "Many things are frozen, all 
things are cold, the young ladies ex- 
cepted." This uncharitable observation 
is set down in the December page: 
"The dame that's old now feels the 
cold, which makes her scold." In the 
February chronicle Is found this warn- 
ing: "Monopolizers, take care, lest you 
are dragged to,the bar."

are a" poetic narrative -&fitled- "The

In an anteroom of the Cramp ship- 


yard there is a photograph, made in 
Germany, of a large Krupp gun dis- 
charging. The picture is an admirable 
one, 
and dfl the uniformed German of- 


ficers in it have their hands over their 
ears. They do not look very warlike 
or gallant in this attitude, and one of 
the Cramp officials said of them the 
other day: "The Germans, English and 
Russians must hare weaker ears than 
we, for they always stop them with 
thek fingers when big guns go off, but 
we Americans don't find it necessary 
to take this precaution. I remember at 
the trial of the Variag's guns how 
amusing it was to see tbe Russian offi- 
cers caring for their ears. Before the 
firing began a wad of cotton bigger 
than your head was passed around, 
and each man took a couple of pieces 
and stuffed his cars with them. In ad- 
dition to this the Russians also held 
their ears and shut their eyes when a 
6 iuch gun was fired. The Germans 
and the English, I understand, can't 
stand the reports of big guns without a 
similar set of precautions. The Yan- 
kee, though, neither stuffs his ears 
with cotton nor stops them with his 
fingers. Hence, when his guns go off, 
he looks considerably more romantic 
nnd martial than those other chaps."— 
Philadelphia Record.

The latest authority to express an

He does not 
accept the explanations that the green 
flag was adopted by the United Irish- 
men at the close of the eighteenth cen- 
tury by blending the orange and the 
blue, the latter being regarded by 
some as the Irish flag.'

teenth century, but it was not till the 
eighteenth century that it became the 
national color.

There" 
are now 38 cities having a population 
exceeding 100,000, and 3 of these have 
over 1,000,000 each. In 1900 the record 
of capital, wages and value of products 
of manufactures rises to figures al- 
most beyond comprehension. Tbe capi- 
tal invested was $9,840,628,564;' the 
salaries and wages paid amounted to ; 
$2,735,430.848, and the value of prod- 
ucts was $13,039,279,566. In agricul- 
ture tlie figures are almost equally im- 
pressive. The total value of farms in 
1900 
was ?lG,674,690,2-t7, and that of 


agricultural products in 1S99, $4,739,- 
118,752, To gather and collate such 
stupendous figures not only with ac- 
curacy, but so swiftly that the record 
of population in 1900 appeared as 
quickly as did the little report of the 
first census, was a task of the first 
magnitude. It was indeed an evolu- 
tion. 


Such is the modern census. It is a 


decennial snap shot of the nation for 
the benefit of all time. Patrick Henry 
declared that there was but one lamp 
by which his feet were guided—experi- 
ence. But so important has the study 
of facts become that statistics present- 
ing the facts analyzed and classified 
are the lamp which guides the states- 
man and the student of today.—W. R. 
Merriam in Century. 


The Julia John Howard Fo»nd. 
The forward movement was every- 


where so gradual that in 1770, when 
John Howard began to investigate hos- 
pitals as an incidental feature of his 
work in prisons, he found almost no 
provision for sick criminals. 
Where 


such existed it was frankly inadequate, 
as in the castle at York, where one 
small room served as infirmary, so that 
"when persons of one sex happened to 
be in this, those of the other-were ex- 
cluded." On the continent, except for 
characteristic cleanliness in Flanders, 
conditions showed little progress. Even 
in the famous hospice of St. Jean de 
Jerusalem at Malta, with its sumptu- 
ous table service of silver, Howard tells 
that patients were tended "by the 
most ragged, dirty, unfeeling and in- 
human wretches I ever saw. I once 
found nine or ten of them highly en- 
tertained by a delirious and dying per- 
son." 
These attendants were chosen 


from among debtors and criminals, and 
as there were only, twenty-two of 
them for 500 patients (against forty 
for twenty-six horses and twenty-six 
mules) they could hardly have been ex- 
pected to take their employment very 
seriously.—Mary Moss in Atlantic. 


Influence ol Advertising-. 


In a restaurant some men were dis- 


cussing the great quantity of cereal ad- 
vertisements that have appeared in tbe 
newspapers during the past year. They 
wondered if these advertisements had 
had any great effect on the public. One 
of them said, "Well,. I confess they 
have started me to eating a cereal for 
breakfast, a thing I never used to do." 
Two others said the same thing. They 
numbered five, and three of tbo five 
had 'been converted to the breakfast 
food habit through newspaper advertis- 
ing. The waiter was tlien called over, 
and he was asked if he had noticed any 
increase in the eating of cereals during 
the past year. "I have, indeed," the 
man replied. "I should say that three 
breakfasters now begin with a cereal 
where only one began a year ago, and 
there is furthermore a growing army of 
men and women who eat some sort of 
cereal for their lunch instead of tbe pie 
or doughnuts of the past."—Philadel- 
phia Record.
